Bryant  S.  Hinckley,  author 
and  life-long  church  leader,  and 
Dr.  Edgar  B.  Brossard,  who  re- 
cently retired  as  chairnian  of  the 
United  States  Tariff  Commission, 
will  receive  distinguii^ied  ser- 
vice awards  at  commencement 
on  June  5. 

Hinckley,  who  has  served  for 
25  years  as  a member  of  the 
YMMIA  General  Board  for  the 
Churcli  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter- 
day  Saints  and  for  18  years  as 
president  of  Liberty  Stake,  will 
receive  the  Brigham  Young  Uni- 
versity Special  Service  Award- 

Dr.  Brossard  will  receive  the 
Abraham  O.  Smoot  Public  Ser- 
vice Award,  Pres.  Ernest  L.  Wil- 
kinson has  announced. 

Now  approaching  liis  92nd 
birthday,  July  9,  Hinckley  has 
performed  a life-time  service  in 
many  church  and  educational 
positions.  He  was  graduated 


from  BYU  in  1889  and  from 
Eastman  National  Business  Col- 
lege, Poughkeepsie,  N.Y.,  in 
1892  when  he  returned  to  BYU 
as  an  instructor. 

He  became  principal  of  LDS 
Business  College  in  1900,  and 
secretary  and  manager  of  Des- 
eret Gymnasium  when  it  opened 
in  1910.  He  continued  in  that 
position  until  1936  when  he  was 
called  as  president  of  the  North- 
ern Slates  Mission. 

Ho  served  on  the  MIA  Gen- 
eral board  1900' to  1925,  became 
a member  of  the  first  High 
Council  of  Liberty  Stake  1904, 
member  of  the  stake  presidency 
1907,  and  became  stake  presi- 
dent 1919,  serving  18  years.  Un- 
der sanction  of  the  First  Presi- 
dency he  began  the  first  stake 
missionary  work.

Dr.  Ochsner  gained  recent  in- 
ternational fame  for  his  state- 
ments on  cigarette  smoking  and 
lung  cancer.  He  is  a member  of 
the  Committee  on  Research  of 
the  American  College  of  Chest 
Physicians  and  of  the  National 
Lung  Cancer  Committee. 

A native  of  South  Dakota,  the 
dbetor  received  his  B.A.  at  the 
University  of  South  Dakota  and 
his  M.D.  at  Washington  Univer- 
sity in  St.  Louis.  After  interning 
in  St.  Louis  and  Chicago  he  stud- 
ied in  Zunich,  Switzerland  and 
in  Frankfurt,  Germany. 

After  practicing  in  Chicago 
and  Madison,  Wisconsin,  he  was 
appointed  Professor  of  Surgery 
and  Chairman  of  the  department 
of  Surgery,  School  of  Medicine, 
Tulane  University  in  New  Or- 
leans. 

He  also  built  the  Ochsner  Clin- 
ic and  is  president  of  the  Ochs- 
ner hospital  in  New  Orleans, 
which  is  so  modern  it  has  its 
own  helipdrt.  The  clinic  and  hos- 
pital have  helped  to  boost  .the 
level  of  medical  practice 
throughout  the  south. 

Dr.  Ochsner  is  a member  of 
18  medical  societys  and  number- 
less honorary  societies  through 
out  the  world.  His  work  in  South  i 
Arherica  has  given  him  honor-  \ 
ary  degrees  in  Nicaragua,  Equ- ; 
dor,  and  Panama. 


Sons  of  American  Revolution 
and  Descendants  of  the  May- 
flower. 

In  his  89th  year  he  produced 
two  books,  "Not  By  Bread 
Alone”  and  “Faith  of  Our  Pio- 
neer Fathers.”  When  he  was  91, 
he  published  “That  Ye  Might 
Have  Joy.” 

Dr.  Brossard  retired  on  April 
1 as  chairman  of  the  U.S.  Tariff 
Commi.ssion  and  has  been  ap- 
pointed president  of  the  New 
England  States  LDS  Mission. 

His  record  shows  a career  of 
42  years  of  government  service, 
.35  of  them  with  the  Tariff  Com- 
mission. Earlier  he  served  in  the 
U.S;  Department  of  Agriculture. 

Dr.  Brossard  was  appointed 
economist  on  the  Tariff  Com- 
mission staff  Sept.  1,  1923.  Pres- 
ident Coolidge  appointed  him  a 
member  of  the  commission  July 
9,  1925.  Subsequent  presidents 
Hoover,  Roosevelt,  Truman  and 
Eisenhower  have  each  reappoint- 
ed him  a member,  and  Presi- 
dents Hoover  and  Eisenhower 
appointed  him  chairman. 

He  has  also  served  as  chair- 
man or  member  of  several  other 
important  "committees  dealing 
with  inter-American  affairs. 

His  B.S.  and  honorary -LL.D. 
degrees  were  gained  at  Utah 
State  University  and  his  M.S. 
and  Ph.D.  degrees  from  the  Uni- 
versity of  Minnesota.  He  also 
did  graduate  work  at  Cornell 
University. 

Always  active  in  the  LDS 
church,  he  has  been  a mission- 
ary, high  councilman,  Sunday- 
School  superintendent,  bishop 
and  stake  president.

Rose  Marie  Reid,  head  of  the 
world’s  largest  swim  suit  com- 
pany and  leader  in  the  Church 
of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day 
Saints,  made  the  comment  to  a 
student  forum  audience  of  the 
Brigham  Young  University. 

“There  is  only  one  success  in 
this  world,  and  that  is  success  in 
working  in  this  Church  and 
keeping  the  commandments  of 
God,”  she  told  the  youthful  au- 
dience. 

Cites  Business  Need 

The  greatest  need  in  the  busi- 
ness world  is  for  aspiring  busi- 
ness executives,  she  said.  Then 
she  pointed  to  a recent  survey 
which  showed  that  the  average 
business  executive  spenris  67 
hours  weekly  in  business  work. 

Most  of  these  men  believe  the 
way  to  achieve  success  is  only 
through  work,  she  said.
